Coal Mines Busy. 

News from North Sydney save thot 
never before in the history of th 
Nova Scotia Steel & Coal Co, has such 
activity prevailed as at present. For 
the first time in the annals of the 
company have they been obliged to 
send over their own vessels to the 
piers of the Dominion Coal Co, to se- 
cure cargo. So rushed have been the 
miners at the company’s areas at Syd- 
ney Mines that the steamer Wasis 
could not be loaded in time, and 
therefore had to be sent to the Inter- 
national Pier. The first inward-bound 
liner was the Elder-Dempster Dna- 
homey, followed by the Sokoto, Both 
received bunker. Afterwards came the 
ocean liner Conway, then the Wobun 
and the Therese, Bunt to the Scotia's 
chartered steamer Wacousta belongs 
the pennant for quick despateh boats 
and rapid sailers. As soon as she 
anchored every one of the fourteen 
shutes were in motion, pouring coal 
into her hold at the rate of 1,100 tons 
per consecutive hour. In five hours 
the Wacousta was away from the 
pier, with her 5,590 tons, en route to 
Montreal. This beats all records in 
this the largest coal shipping port in 
Canada.

LEGAL WORD SPECIALISTS. 


Have to Know Exact Shade ef Mean- 
‘ ing In Words and Phrases. 

“Bome people scem to think that an 
(mportant legal document can be 
drawn up by a lawyer in the time it 
takes his client to smoke a cigar,” re- 
marked a gray haired law clerk the 
other day. “It takes time and the 
tost scrupulous care to get things 
just right. If lawyers were not care- 
ful the Lord only knows where the 
clients would land, 

“Why, | know a man in one of the 
great law offices who is a specialist in 
the exuct shade of meaning of each 
word or phrase used in a legal docu- 
ment, Nothing goes out of that office 
without being submitted first to him 
to pass upon, Sometimes he will give 
a week to the study of but one short 
but very important paper, theorizing 
as to the possioilities of its meaning 
being construed this way and that. 
When be gets through with a docu- 
ment, however, and has submitted ev- 
ery word of it to the agid test there is 
practically no chance of {its not being 
exactly right, as to its verbiuge at 
least. In some cases, too, it is deemed 
desirable by clients to becloud the 
meaning of a contract so that there is 
a loophole for its being construed in 
another way in the event of certain 
contingencies occurring. That is 
where the services of an expert word 
juggler are indispensable. 

“The biggest case that I ever heard 
of in this line was when one of the 
great corporations wished to Issue 
some mortgage bonds against its prop- 
erty. A long contract had to be drawn, 
and the wording on the back of the 
bond had to be decided upon, The 
matter was so important that, after 
the attorneys themselves bad decided 
on the forms to be used, it was turned 
over to two of these experts in ver- 
blage, 

“They looked up the dictionary 
meaning of practically every word 
used in the two documents and made 
innumerable changes and suggestions. 
Before the papers were finished thirty 
different drafts of gach of the two 
documents had been made, and there 
was not a word used in the final form 
of the papers that had not been con- 
sidered carefully, not only as to its 
(individual meaning, but also as to its 
individual relation to the other words 
of the phrase or sentence containing 
it. It is safe to say that these two 
documents are never likely to be as- 
sailed successfully in a court of law 
and that they mean exactly what the 
corporation and its counsel wished 
them tu meaa,” 


ABOVE THE LAW. 


Have No Jurisdiction Over 
Foreign Ambassadors. 

The chief of an embassy is an au- 
gust being and one who boasts some 
remarkable privileges. It may be men- 
tioned to begin with that fn the land 
in which he is officiating an ambassa- 
dor ranks immediately after the 
princes of the blood royal, 

The ground on which an embassy 
stands is in theory as well as in prac- 
tice the territory of the nation to 
which its principal occupant belongs. 
Even if a criminal were barbored in 
an embassy the police could not enter 
the premises without permission, 

An ambassador is above the law of 
the country to which he is accredited. 
The courts have no jurisdiction over 
hin:, and, strangely enough, his sub- 
ordinates and even his domestic serv- 
ants are also inviolate, The humblest 
employee in the embassy if he com- 
mitted a punishable offense could not 
be arrested without the consent of his 
master, nor cain an embassy official be 
imprisoned for debt. 

Ambassadors are to be envied most 
of all perhaps for their freedom from 
the burden of taxation, ‘They dis- 
burse not one penny In taxes, either 
directly or indirectly, and, as for the 
custom house, it is nonexistent so fur 
us they are concerned, No duty wliit- 
ever is charged in respect of wines, 
cigars, cigarettes, etc,, that are con 
signed to them, 

Again, their excellencles need not 
bother about taxes unless they please 
That they do so is purely an act of 
grace on thelr part, They are not le- 
gally exempt from these tantalizing 
demands on the purse, but If they de- 
clined to meet them there would be no 
means of enforcing payment.—Cassell's 
Journal,

NOTED DIPLOMAT DEAD 


CAREER OF THE FOUNDER OF 
PRIMROSE LEAGUE. 


Sir Henry Drummond Wolff Started 
In the Foreign Office When He 
Was Sixteen and Stayed In Har- 
ness For Fifty-Four Years, Ouring 
Which Time He Served In Many 
Capacities—M.P. for Eleven Years. 


Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, who 
will long be remembered as the foun- 
der of the Primrose League, has pass- 
ed away at his residence in Brig ton 
England. He was 78 years old, and 
in an official life which had lasted 
for fifty-four years he achieved « 
Privy Councillorship, the Knight 
Grand Cross of the Bath, and the: 
Knight Grand Cross of St. Michael! 
and St. George. His official carcer 
began romantically. His father Dr. 
Wolff, who had married a daughter 
of the second Lord Orford, had ac- 
complished successfully a remarkable: 
mission to the brutal and unscrupu- 
lous Emir of Bokhara, “What reward 
will you choose?” Lord Palmerston

asked him on his return. Dr. Wolff 
wanted none, but after pressure he 
suggested that his son might be nomi- 
nated to the Foreign Office. So at 
the age of sixteen young Wolff was 
taken from Rugby School and launch- 
ed on the seas of diplomacy. After 
his apprenticeship at headananers he 
saw service, gradually rising in im- 
portance, in Florence, the Tonian Is- 
ands, Bulgaria, Persia, Egypt, Tur- 
key and Roumania, and retired from 
active life after holding the embassy 
to Spain from 1892 to 1900. His di- 
plomatic work was intermitted for 
eleven years, while he was M.P. for 
Christchurch and afterward for Ports- 
mouth. It was during this time that 
the Fourth Party—which consisted of 
himself, Lord Randolph Churchill, 
Mr. Balfour, and Sir John Gorst—was 
formed. The party was dispersed 
when Lord Salisbury took office in 
1885; Lord Randolph Churchill be- 
came Secretary for India, Mr, Balfour 
was made President of the Local Gov- 
ernment Board, Sir John Gorst was 
appointed Solicitor-General, and Sir 
H. Drummond Wolff was sent on m 
special mission to Constantinople 
with the rank of Privy Councillor 
The way in which he came to found 
the Primrose League is interesting. 
When the Beaconsfield statue was un- 
veiled on April 19, 1883, Drummond? 
Wolff was one of those who stayed 
away 4s a protest against the unveil- 
ing being entrusted to Sir Stafford 
Northeote. On the afternoon of the 
same day Sir Henry was at the House 
of Commons, and was struck by the 
number of primroses being worn. 
When leaving the House with Lord 
Randolph Churchill, he said, “The 
rimrose is the very thing for us. 
Lot us organize a Jeague—n primrose 
league.” Lord Randolph thought the 
iden excellent, and on the scheme 
which Sir Henry drew up that night 
the lengue was based, In 1852 Sir 
Henry married Adeline, only daugh- 
te of Sholto Douglas. Besides a book 
of reminiscences, he was the author, 
of a work on “Tho Residence of the 
First Napoleon at Elba,” of a trans- 
lation of a work by M. de Lessepa on 
"The Suez Canal,” of the “Letters of 
Memnon,” on the same subject, and 
of “The Mother Country and the 
Colonies.”
